WASHINGTON. Secretary of 
State Kissinger conceded yesterday 
that step-by-step diplomacy in the 
Middie East may be dead. 

During questioning before the 
Senate Forelgn Relations Commit- 
tee Kissinger was asked by Sen. 
George McGovern to comment on 
the current status of the step-by- 
step approach. “I think we are 
coming to the end of the step-by- 
step approach,” the Secretary said. 

He noted, however, that the U.S. 
would remain ready to help Israel 
end Syria negotiate a new agree- 
ment on the Golan Heights if they 
should so desire. But negotiations 
on the Golan, Kissinger said, would 
be “extremely difficult’ because of 
the geographical limitations in- 
volved. 

Elasinger strongly defended his 
acceptance of the step-by-step ap- 
Proach over the past two years, 
insisting that an éffort to work 
out an overall settlement would 
have certainly failed. His state- 
ment yesterday that this diplomatic 
style now appears over, indicated 
to observers here that Syria has 
adopted a very tough stance on 
such negotiations, agreeing with 
Israel that an overall settlement 
on the Golan Helghts should be 
attempted instead.

Gov't won’t interfere 
in judicial process

Justice Minister Haim Zadok said 
last night that the Government saw 
no place for any form of interfe- 
rence in the judicial process which 
resulted in the Ashdod magistrate’s 
court imposing a two-month sen- 
tence on the dock workers’ leader 
Yehoshua Peretz yesterday morning. 
Be said that the Government will 
not allow pressure to be exerted on 
the courts and that in the meantime 
it is up to the police to preserve 
order in Ashdod. 

Mr. Zadok reported on the results 
of a meeting in Jerusalem yester- 
day afternon between himself, Ash- 
dod Mayor Zvi Zilker, police officials, 
Attorney.Genera] Aharon Barak and 
representatives of the Ashdod La- 
bour Council, which includes port 
workers, 

He indicated that since Peretz’s 
defence lawyer has announced that 
he will appeal Judge Sasson‘s ver- 
dict, the case may be considered 
sub judice and that there is no 
way of interfering .in the judicial 
process. He scored attempts by the 
port workers yesterday of attempt- 
ing to influence the judicial process 
by closing the port and other de. 
monstrations. 

Mr. Zadok said that it must be 


clear that the judicial system is in- 
dependent and that the only way to 
change a court's judgment is by ap- 
peahng to a higher court. He said 
that the police yesterday had acted 
weil in protecting Judge Sasson, but 
that he was not aware of any ar- 
rests having been made. 

If acts were committed in Ash- 
dod during the day that are against 
the law, he added, they would be 
investigated to see whether prose- 
cutions were called for. 

Mr. Zadok is acting Transport 
Minister in the absence of Mr. Ya'a- 
cobi, who is travelling in the US. 
and Canada in connection with air

In a unanimous vote, the 
Committee charged its chairman, 
Israel Kargman, to implement 
the demand which he put in a 
letter to Premier Rabin later yes- 
terday. 

Kargman wrote that the Broad- 
casting Authority would have to 
spend more money for electricity 
and overtime work because of 
the extension —- at a time when 
it already had a deficit of IL14m. 

- on this year’s account. 

More important than that, the 
extension would make working- 
tired at their jobs the next 
day. Those who might turn their 
sets off, he wrote, would be dis- 
turbed by their neighbours who 


stayed up to view. 

The chairman of the Broad- 
casting Authority, Walter Eytan, 
told The Post in reply to a ques- 
tion that the Authority was an 
independent State corporation, 
empowered to take whatever de- 
cistons it required about its ope- 
rations without outside involve- 
ment. Bytan noted that the Au- 
therity’s plenum decided unanim- 
ously six months ago, to ex- 
tend hours of TV broadcasting 
till midnight once the new 
schedule took effect in October. 

Eytan said the extra time cons- 
tituted a very small additional 
cutlay. He said it was incorrect 
that the Authority had run up a 
ILi4m. deficit so far this year, 
The fact was that the Authority

Clashes in Beirut and Tripoli; 
PLO artillery aids leftists

The resumption of sectarian 
clashes in two Beirut suburbs and 
in the region of the northern port 
city of Tripoli yesterday revived 


Zgbarta town which has raised the 
banner of struggle against ieftist 
attempts to take over power in 
Lebanon. Reports from Beirut said 
the artillery belonging to the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization at the 
northern Baddawi refugee camp 
aided the Tripoli militia in shelling 
advanced positions held by the 
Zgharta fighters, 

Four persons were killed and seve- 
ral other wounded infighting in two 
Beirut suburbs — the predominant- 
ly Christian Ein Rommani and the 
Shish where the PLO is said to be 
holding strong positions. Beirut ra- 


dio warned of snipers in these two 
suburbs, 

In an apparent bid to reassure 
people, government statements said 
that troops were being dispatched 
to trouble spots and that there is 
progress in restoring quiet in the 
Lebanese capital and elsewhere in 
the country. 

But the organ of the right-wing 
Christian Phalangists, “Al-Amai,” 
yesterday challenged the ent 
statements, saying it wes “not true 
that the security fe * were tak- 
ing control in trouble spots. “Tt is 
not true that barricades are being 
removed, and it is not true that the 
(irregular) armed elements are being 
withdrawn,” the paper said while 
predicting more violence in Beirut's 
suburbs, 

The Phalangist leader, Pierre 
Jemayyel, yesterday warned that 
the quiet would soon vanish unless 
the state asserted its authority 
throughout Lebanon. 


Socialist leader Kamal Junblatt 
said that Beirut had merely a truce. 


He added that he was “afraid that 
the influence of the rifle might 
overshadow the trend for reform” 
demanded by pro-PLO leftists under 
the excuse for a Moslem struggle 
for political equality with Lebanon's 
Christian community. 

Latest reports from Beirut es- 
timated the casualties of this sum- 
mer’s four rounds in Lebanen's civil 
strife at over 5,000 dead and some 
15.000 wounded. Economic iosses 
were valued at over $5,000m. with 
stress on the fact that foreign as 
well as Arab capital was being with- 
drawn at a swift pace from Belrut, 
once the Middle East's main finan- 
cial centre, 


Meanwhile, the Lebanese Health 
Ministry last night denied reports 
cf epidemics in Beirut after the 
three-week street warfare caused 
huge heaps of garbage and debris to 
pile up. In an obvious reference to 
a World Health Organization inqui- 
ry at the request of Israel, the min- 
istry said that the epidemic reports 
were Israel’s invention. 


Troops mutiny in north Portugal 


LISBON (UPI). — Mutinous troops 
occupied a key artillery base in 
the northern industrial city of Oporto 
yesterday, as thousands of Com- 
munist-controlled workers flocked 
into Lisbon for an anti-government 
demonstration. 

The commander of the northern 
military district, Brig. Pires Veloso, 
called the commander of the artil- 
lery unit a “traitor” and ordered 
the arrest of all officers in the regi- 
ment stationed in the outskirts of 
Oporto. 

Veloso’s response came as char- 
tered trains and ferries brought 
thousands of steel and metal work- 
ers into Lisbon for a major demon- 
stration that the Communists used 
88 a weapon in the revolutionary 
leftist campaign against the central 
government. The two events high- 
lighted Portugal's Slide toward an- 
archy, which officials said has open- 


ed the nation to the spectre of a 
civil war, 

The 250,000-strong metal workers 
union’ is the key Communist-con- 
trolled one in the country. The 
union was pressing demands for 
better wages, but most of the slo- 
gans they shouted were anti-gov- 
ernment, 

In Oporto, far leftist soldiers eject- 
ed from an army drivers training 
school that was closed for insub- 
ordination invaded the artillery regi- 
ment before dawn, with the aid of 
artillerymen. 

The unit's commander, Maj. Cas- 
tanheira da Costa, at first objected 
to the Soldiers entering the premises, 
but later acceded to the soldiers 
partly because many of his own men 
supported the men from the drivers 
school. 

The rebellious troops assembled 
and passed a resolution vowing not 


to leave the artillery regiment head-. 
quarters unti) the drivers training 
school was reopened. They also de- 
manded that Brig. Veloso be fired.

Workers riot in court

ASHDOD. — Ashdod port workers 
yesterday began a riot in the Ma- 
gistrate’s Court — with the entire 
town later becoming embroiled — 
as Judge Avraham Sasson sentenc- 
ed their union leader Yehoshua Pe- 
retz to two months in jail and a 
115,000 fine for closing the port 

legally in July. 

Protest action by works commit- 
tees in Ashdod today will take the 
form of special gatherings of work- 
ers who will hear explations by the 
committees. This is expected to pare 
tially stop work in Ashdod. 

Waves of workers’ protests spread 
throughout the country yesterday 
as they heard the news, and many 
workers stopped work to express 
solidarity. 

Last night the Ashdod City Coun- 
cil met with the town’s Labour 
Council, representatives of ‘the 
works committees of the port and 
various plants in town, and mem- 
bers of the Histadrut Central Com- 
mittee. They all expressed their 
shock at the severity of the sen- 
tence, which they said was dis- 
proportionate to the offence — espe- 
clally since Peretz had apologized 
for his action. 

Peretz had ordered workers to 
close the port on July 9, after he 
felt he had been slighted when a 
Border Police guard at the gate had 
asked him to produce identification 


pers. 

City Council members asked the 
irate works committees men to 
hold off on further action, planned 
for today, until a smaller forum of 
representatives of the various groups 
can suggest the steps to take. The 
meeting decided to support Peretz 
in his appeal, and provide whatever 
help he would need. They then 
chose a narrower body, which was 
expected to continue discussions 
through the night. 

The works committees’ represent- 
atives came to the meeting with 
decisions they had made earlier: to 
ask all workers throughout the 
country to hold a general strike; 
to call on Ashdod parents, via loud- 
speakers in the streets, to keep their 
children home from school today; 
to halt work and rae for shop 
meetings in ali work places, 
assemble for a demonstration in 
front of City Hall after work hours;

This was the signal for the rest 
of the port workers in the crowded 
courtroom. They immediately stood 
up, waving their fists at the judge 
who was leaving the courtroom. 
They remained inside, continuing 
to shout and wave their hands, 
taking out their anger on the pro- 
secutor and journalists covering 
the trial. 

At one point, some of the work- 
ers tried to storm the judge's 
chambers but were stopped by the 
Police and the usher. Then they 
Started chanting curses in unison 
such as are usually directed at 
football referees. About 100 of the 
workers stayed in the courtroom 
for about 45 minutes, and left af- 
ter 45 minutes during which police 
officers and several port committee 
men calmed them down. 

But on leaving the courtroom, 
they shoved everything out of their 
way and before the door at the 
court's entrance. They also pulled 
out ἃ public telephone. 

They continued to mill around 
outside the courthouse for another 
45 minutes.

Electric Corp. plans new 
generator for Jerusalem

Jerusalem Post Reporter 


Jerusalem's perennial electric 
power supply problem may soon be 
a thing of the past — if the Electric 
Corporation gets the go-ahead for 
construction of a 40-megawatt tur- 
bo-jet generator station in the Givat 
Shaul industrial zone. 

Sitting In a wadi skirting the 
Jerusalem-Beit Zayit road, the 
IL30m. facility would not only en- 
sure adequate power during peak- 
load times, but would also be able 
to serve the Capital in the event of 
8 rupture in the high-tension lines 
connecting the city with the national 
electric grid being fed by the large 
power stations in the Coastal Plain. 

TEC Jerusalem district manager 
Paul Schaffer told reporters yester- 
day that allocation of the 13-du- 
nam site has already been approved 
by the local and regional town 
planning committees. ‘However, se- 
veral formalities necessary for final 
approval are still dragging along, 
and these may delay our target 
date for completion — December 
1976.” 

Only three out of the 13 dunams 
would be used for the power gene- 
rator. The remaining 10 dunams 
would be landscaped. In addition, 
he said, the generator would be 
powered by a “clean mixture of 
60 parts air to one part diesel fuel” 
to prevent air pollution. 

One of these generators is already 
in use as a standby supply at the 
Hartuv substation near Beit She- 
mesh. 


Schaffer said IEC will spend ap- 
proximately IL.10m. in the coming 
year to continue its campaign of 
renovating and bolstering the Capi- 
tal’s power distribution network. A 
good part of this system is still 
based on 40-year-old, thin-gauge 
overhead wires coming into homzs 
from thousands cf street poles. 

Wherever possible, trunk lines are 
being laid underground. Where this 
is impossible or impractical, the 
antiquated overhead feedlines are 
being replaced with modern plastic- 
coated, steel-reinforced cables de- 
signed to withstand heavy winds 
and falling tree branches character- 
istic of Jerusalem in wintertime.

Former Defence 
officials deny 
taking bribes 


TEL AVIV. — Two former Defence 
Ministry officials — Yoel Meron and 
Michael Ittman — this week denied 
charges of taking bribes from a 
ministry supplier. The two, arrested 
last spring, were appearing at the 
first session of their trial in Dis- 
trict Court here. 


The charges involve Amnon Avni, 
owner of the A.G.Y. hydraulic en- 
gineering works at Kiryat Gat. Itt- 
man, who in his four years atthe 
ministry rose to head a section in 
the Air Force purchasing depart. 
ment, is charged with receiving 
IL40,000 from Avni, in payments of 
1L2,000 to 115,000, over the period 
1973-1975. His superior, Meron, alle- 
gedly received IL45,000 in 1972 and 
IL35,000 in 1975. 


Meron denied receiving these al- 
leged payments, He did admit to 
getting 030,000 from Avni close 
to the end of h's career at the min- 
istry, but said this had been a loan.

— The “second gun" theory in the Robert 
Kennedy assassination was rejected on Monday by a panel of 
seven independent experts who reported unanimously that ballistics 
evidence did not bear out such a suspicion. 

The findings of the forensic experts, read in a packed country 
courtroom, seemingly ended once and for all the arguments that 
Sirhan Sirhan did not act alone in the 1968 slaying of the senator. 

The case was reopened by the Los Angeles Superior Court on 
the basis of motions filed by the Columbia Broadcasting System 


and by Paul Schrade, a former 


United Auto Workers union exe- 


cutive, who was standing beside Kennedy in the pantry of the 


hotel and was wounded. 


calling for the “extermination of 
Israel as a state," and charging 
that Zionists control the U.S. 

Dahomey’s Adjibade said for 
Moynihan to attack Amin confirms 
what the Ugandan said about “the 
total control of international Zion- 
Ism in the U.S.A.

MOSCOW (Otms). —

Were it only a question df 
wheat for human consumption, the 
Russians could perhaps have 
managed it without tying themselves 


up with the Americans, but their real’ 


need for feed grain is for animals for 
slaughter. It is the rising demand for 
meat, in a nation fond of meat, which 
the Soviet agricultural system is not 
yet able to satisfy. 

In the past, as in 1963, whenever 
there was a shortage of feed grain, 
animals were slaughtered in large 
.mpumbers and prematurely, resulting 
in great shortages of meat in the 
following three or four years until 
the supply of cattle was built up 
again. In 1973, when there was a 
severe shortage of feed grain the 
Soviet leaders determined to prevent 
the slaughter of cattle even if it 
meant grain had to be imported. The 
same policy is being pursued this 
year. ᾿ 

Moscow has so far purchased 
15,100,000 tons of grain: 3,800,000 tons 
of wheat and 50,000 tons of cats from 
Canada; one million tons of wheat 
from Australia; 4,200,000 tons of 
wheat, 4,500,000 tons of maize and 4,- 
100,000 tona of barley from the 
United States. 


cording to the most reliable es- 
timates, is unlikely to exceed 175 
million tons as against a planned ex- 
pectation of 215 million tons, leaving 
8. shortfall of 40 million tons. 

In 1972, Soviet grain purchases 
totalled 26,640,000 tons. The only 
source for more now is the United 
States since Canada and Australia 
have very little or none to spare. But 
the Americans insist that Moscow 
sign a long-term contract before be- 
ing allowed to buy any more. 

The Russians calculate that if they 
buy a few million tons every year 
even when their harvests are good, it 
can be kept as a reserve for lean 


to East European countries. They" 
-have, therefore, not resisted the 
long-term contract idea, In addition, 
it helps to forge stronger economic 
ties with the U.S. which may pay 
political dividends iater. 

. But already the prospect of such a 
contract is creating strong under- 
currents of criticism and dissatisfac- 
tion outside the Soviet Union and the 
U.S. The Canadians, for instance, 
are distinctly. unhappy at the 
prospect because they feel that the 
contract will shut them out of the 
Soviet market. Canada has been a 


‘yegular suppHer of wheat to the 


Soviet Union for many years but if, 
as a result of the Soviet- 
American agreement, Moscow stops 
buying grain from Canada, the bot- 
tom will drop out of Soviet-Canadian 
trade. In years of surplus Canada 
might find it hard to dispose of its 
wheat at a good price. Ἶ 
There is uneasiness among 
regular buyers of American grain, 
too. Japan, for instance, is afraid 
that fixed Soviet purchases will 
reduce its own supply and Japanese 
representations on this score are be- 
ing made very strongly. 

An agreement by the Russians to 
‘buy large quantities of grain every 
year means the U.S. will be able to 
fix higher prices — very profitable 
for the Americans and other’ 
producers of food grains, all right for 
the Russians who can afford to pay, 
but heart-breaking news for the real- 


ly poor who need food but do not have 
enough funds to pay for it even at low 


prices.

THAT FAMOUS CLICHE "French 
chic," as Mr. Victor Gecel sees it, is 
based on “the little nothing"' — some 
very, very simple bit of cloth which, 
when worn with flair and individual 
accessories turns magically into 
fashion. 

A bright French fashion 
background supports such views. 


Together with his wife, Mila, Mr.: 


Gecel ran a knitwear firm in France 
for 20 years — in the “textile city" of 
Roanne, near Lyon; his parents 
emigrated to France 50 years ago 
from Poland, where they, too, were 
in textiles. 

At just about the time of the Yom 
Kippur War, using an impressive 
series of knitting machines brought 
from France, the Gecels founded a

der the name ‘Liz Creations" — Liz 
being the name of the Gece!'s oldest 
daughter, now serving in the army. 

A wide range of sweaters and 
jackets predominates in the line — 
jacquard designs in lively colours 
and combinations of textures; strips 
and lacey inserts in Acrilan with 
woo] and other mixtures; variations 
on the T-shirt in versions for cooler 
weather; sleeveless vests and 


turtlenecks and zip-up covers, in look: 


ranging from velour plush to boucle. 
(Price range, IL50 to IL90.) 
Co-ordinated to all the tops is a 
wearable line of skirts, very 
simple, solid-colour, in a soft cotton- 
with-polyester, priced at IL120. 
Rounding out the line is a nearly- 
classic V-neck dress in cotton-with- 
Diolen, made in no less than 12 
different colours; price around 
1200. It belongs in the-all-important 
“little nothing"’ department — ex- 
cept that ‘“Tricoliz" sends it out into 
the world with a small flower appli- 
que set into the V. 
Why? Becanse, says Mr. Gecel. 
that is how local store buyers prefer 


‘things: without that applique, which 


actually detracts more than it adds, 
they tend to consider such a style 
“‘too simple."" But, he adds, "1 
believe that women of taste will 
remove it (fortunately, it is stitched 
on very loosely) and wear their own 
pin or scarf or necklace." 

The only sad news is for the well- 
endowed woman, for Tricoliz 
fashions are made solely for the 
“‘small-to-medium"' crowd, with 
prices set accordingly. Here Mr. 
Gecel adds a further bit of French 
philosophy: “A slim woman who 
sees the dress in a photo, or shop 
window, sees herself in it. But if she 
Sees it on a large-size woman — her 
appetite for it goes."

problems. We hear, in the abstract, 
about the imbalance of our labour 
force with respect to productive 
labour: these new immigrants dealt 
with the problem.

Tribute to late 
concertmaster 


THE ISRAEL PHILHARMONIC. 


Orchestra opened 1:8 40th season — 
in Jerusalem (Binyenei Hacoma, 
Oct. 6) — with Elgar's Elegy, in 
memory of the late Zvi Haftel, for 
many years its concertmaster and 
guiding spirit. Warm sound and per- 
sonal involvement made this 
musical tribute a more moving 


gesture than any speeches could - 


have been. 

Instead of the Haydn Variations by 
Brahms, Beethoven's ‘‘Leonore No. 
3°" was played in a compact, tense 
and highly dramatic interpretation. 
Zubin Mehta and the Orchestra 
maintain that ideal cooperation 
which few conducters and 
orchestras achieve at any time. The 
complete understanding and affinity 
of purpose was also apparent when 
Isaac Stern appeared as soloist in 
the Second Violin Concerto by 
Prokofiev, where the solo violin 
often vanishes into the orchestral 
sound or draws arabesques around 
the musical statements of the 
various instrumental groups. 
Seamless collaboration and absolute 
identification with each other's task 
made this rendition an unalloyed 
Pleasure, and Isaac Stern's perfor- 
mance, needless to say, fulfilled 
every desire.

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The Law and Mr. Peretz 


IT WILL TAKE some time to digest fully all the implications 
of the events in Ashdod and elsewhere yesterday following 
the sentence of two months’ prison and 115,000 fine imposed 
on Yehoshua Peretz, Secretary of the Ashdod Port Works 
Committee: for having closed the port in a fit of temper last 
July, when a policeman on duty at the Port entrance asked 
him to produce identification. The Port was not closed for 
very long, Peretz ordering it to re-open a few hours later, 
at the urging of the Histadrut. 

Tt seemed at the time that Peretz had been shaken into 
second thoughts by the torrent of criticism of am act he saw 
as a simple assertion of the fact that he is labour boss in 
Ashdod Port. His own men, and port workers elsewhere, agreed 

. that it had been an “error” on Peretz part to close the Port, 
and persuaded him to appear at a peace-making ceremony with 
Transport Minister Gad Ya’acobi. Peretz’ brother explained it 
had all been a mistake: Peretz himself nodded. There was 
even some criticism of the Minister's willingness to shake 
hands in the hope of restoring calm and getting the Port 
back to work. 

_ Peretz made the grave mistake of assuming that his half- . 
apology and the Minister's conciliatory gesture would gua- 
rantee him a merely token sentence for what he views as an 
angry gesture and not a criminal offence, and yesterday he 
appeared stunned by the sentence before he broke into wild 
accusations. 

Peretz should not have been so surprised. His acknowledge- 
ment of his first error was scarcely genuine if he can now 
attempt by threats of disturbances to bring about government 
intervention with the court's decision. 

He has declared that this was a “political” sentence and a 
miscarriage of justice, a view in which he has such notable 
supporters as former Histadrut Secretary General Ben-Aharon. 

The argument is, presumably, that he is being made to pay 
now for all the strikes, delays, low norms, fights, pay hikes 
and extra payments of the past. The Ashdod Port workers 
certainly did not endear themselves to the heart of the public 
when they secured bonuses running into thousands of pounds 
per man for unloading ammunition one Saturday during the 
Yom Kippur War, ammunition most urgently needed to save 
soldiers’ lives. 

Of course even such fine-feathered chickens are not allowed 
to come to roost in a court of law. In fact the Magistrate 
stated quite simply he considered it necessary to discourage 
in the future:such arbitrary action as closing a port for 
reasons of personal pique. 

In his impassioned speech to his fellow workers and political 
supporters yesterday Peretz said that they should ask his men, 
not the courts, what his penalty should be, that justice was 
not the same for all, that he felt cheated as a citizen of 
Israel. Mayor Zvi Zilker of Ashdod, for whom this was no 
easy day, has pleaded for understanding for the town's 80 
per cent immigrant population with their large families and 
lack of familiarity with democratic processes. But what Peretz 
and even Mayor Zilker are here asking is that -Ashdod be 
taken out of Israel, a man there be allowed to make himself 
king of an unsophisticated population by exploiting a public 
utility for fatter pay packets than others get. Peretz is pro- 
testing against discrimination. What he is really demanding is 
that Ashdod be declared a backward area with a different law. 
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Spain’s ‘moderate’ premier 
can’t cope as protests grow

MADRID (Ofns). --- 
SPAIN’S 67-year-old Prime 
Minister, Carlos Ariag Navarro, is 
fighting for survival as protests con- 
tinue at the execution of five 
guerrillas. Most observers here have 
concluded that the ‘*maderate'' 
Carlos Artas faces political 
strangulation ἐπ the near future. He 
is unable to cope with the growing 
crisis between the forces of the Left 
and the Right and he finds that on 
political executions, and other im- 
portant issues, all the shots are still 
cailed by General Franco. 

Arias is a man of intelligence, and 
like other former reactionaries — 
Spinola of Portugal, for example — 
probably realisea, perhaps too late, 
that ‘the world has changed and the 
ehoice lies between. peaceful 
@emocratic evolution and violent 
revolution. 

He is under strong pressure today. 
The right-wing in the 
Government, now in the ascendancy, 
are demanding a ruthless “law and 
order” policy of repression against 
all the outlawed left-wing opposition. 
‘The para-military police forces, both 
the Guardia Civit and the secret 
political branch of the grey- 
uniformed Policia Armada, which 
form a powerful lobby. Insist on 
revenge for the assassination of 
policemen carried out by members 
of the military wing of the ETA

movement and their close allies, 
FRAP (Revolutionary Patriotic 
Front). 

Last August the Government in- 
troduced a new anti-terrorist decree 
whereby anyone accused of acts of 
terrorism, involving attacks against 
the forces of public order or the arm- 
ed forces, or kidnapping, is tried bya 
“most summary” court martial. If 
convicted, the mandatory sentence 
is death by firing squad or garotte. 


Technically, the Cabinet is 
powerless to intervene in the so- 
called trials, conducted by army of- 
ficers, many of whom are reported 
to be disgusted by the “‘legal"’ duties 
they have been ordered to perform. 

Hight Cabinet Ministers reported- 
ly declared that they would resign 
from the Cabinet if the death 
penalties were inflicted, but none 
has done so yet. This was quietly 
“leaked” to the Press by certain 
nameless politicians, possibly to 
provide a liberal cover if and when 
the Spanish regime undergoes a 
traumetic change. But there is no 
doubt that there is a serious split 
within the Cabinet between the 
hawks and the doves, and Carlos 
Arias is caught in the middie. 


AFTER NEARLY four decades of 
Franco's dictatorship, the political

‘Trouble is, you can’t 
choose your judge’ 


MEMBERS of the legal profession 
must have been somewhat dismayed 
by ἃ headline in The Jerusalem 
Post last week which warned, 
“Ma'alot memorial funds: Beware 
of solicitors." 

The item, however, did not refer to 
shyster lawyers but to unauthorized 
collectors. In any case, we don't 
divide lawyers up into two groups 
here — solicitors and barristers — as 
they do in England and the English 


hardly require warning. They submit 
around 5,000 complaints annually 
against solicitors who've bilked 
them and an average of 12 are struck 
off the rolls and six suspended as a 
result, This isn't bad going when you 
consider that there are over 20,000 
solicitors in practice, plus another 


2,500 barristers pleading in the courts. 


YOU CAN CHOOSE ‘a solicitor by 
looking up the "Law List," as I've 
een doing. Dickens managed to get 
a lot of mileage out of the funny 
uames he assigned to his characters 
— the Gradgrinds, Cheerybles, 
Creakies and Toozellems who adorn 
his pages — but he is closely 
challenged by the delightful oddities 
of the ‘Law List." 

The leading firm in London, 
Slaughter and May, boasts 28 
partners and, by the sound of them 
they're just the boys to instruct if 
you're “assisting the police with 
their enquiries’ in a murder case. I 
myself should avoid Carnt ὦ Mudie, 
they sound rather irritable and 
short-tempered, while Quirke & Co. 
may be too temperamental! for my 
tastes. Malkin. Oulles and Sumption 
are probably a bit medieval, just 
the job, I should have thought, for 
defending you against a breach of 
one of those laws dating from 1385 
which the Britiah love to keep on the 
books. Skelton ἃ Rust, on the other 
hand, sound hopelessly decrepit and 
cobwebby. You may prefer the 
altogether different ambiance of 
Rexworthy, Bonser and Simons or of 
Rowleys and Blewitts, who sound 
rather dashing types, probably given 
to wearing Tattersall vests and 
being fond of the occasional flutter 
on the gee-gees. 


There is no doubt, however, where 
my own preference lies. I would 
plump for Donald, Darlington and 
Nice or perhaps Emanuel, Round 
and Nathan — they sound rather 
pleasant men with Just the sort of jol- 
ly avuncular manner to set your 
mind at rest. 


THE TROUBLE 15, you can't chooge 
your judge. There've been some 
very rum ones in the past. Mr. 
Justice Hawkins. who tried the 
Muswell Hill murder case, tended to 
act as prosecutor in this and other 
trials and was described by Sir 
Edward Clarke as “a wicked judge 
and a wicked man.” Mr. Justice 
Stephen showed signs of incipient in- 
sanity during the Maybrick murder 
ease and only resigned after a 
leading article appeared in ‘‘The 
Times."'" Mr. Justice Lawton once 
stood as the Fascist candidate for 
Hammersmith, while Mr. Justice 
Rigby Swift was frequently observed 
to he righteously angry after a well- 
lubricated lunch. Justices Goddard, 
Hewart and Darling inspired George 
Orwell's remarks about the “hang- 
ing Judge — that evil old man in a 
scarlet robe and horsehair wig.” 
They were men who confused the 
“Naraphernalia of intimidation,” in 
Anthony Sampson's phrase, with the 
Majesty of the Law. 
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The Law's majesty often takes 
quite a drubbing at the hands of the 
judges, chairmen of quarter 
sessions, recorders, stipendiaries 
and justices of the peace who are 
empowered to administer it, and I've 
a large collection of press reports to 

it. 

As might be expected, judges are 
often expected to decide on ticklish 
points of law. The ‘News of the 
World" once reported the considered 
opinion of Mr. Justice Forhes: ‘The 
boy would be expected to foresee," 
the judge said, that there is one 
thing a man does not ‘want after hav- 
ing his Sunday dinner; that is ἐσ have 
his feet tickted."' 

He was contradicted by Mr. 
Justice Rees who, according to a 
“Times” report, granted a decree 
nisi to a Barnes housewife who com- 
plained that her husband persistent- 
ly required her to tickle the soles of 
his feet, the top of his head or his 
back for hours on end, resulting in in- 
jury to her health. ‘His Lordship 
said the wife had finally left him and 
her doctor had said she was suffer- 
ing from acute anxiety and could not 
keep her fingera stil." 


MANY JUDGES seem to echo Gwen- 
dolyn in ‘‘The Importance of Being 
Earnest" who declared, “I am glad 
to say that I have never seen a 
spade.” This often derives from the 
legal notion that everything which is 
not generally accepted as certain 
has to be proved, resulting in what I 
call the Nicht-Wissendick syndrome, 
e.g. —~ Mr. Justice Brabin: ‘Would 
any nurse in the normal course of 
treatment knee a man In the groin?" 
Mr. Banks: ‘Not under any cir- 
cumstances." {From ‘“The Times."') 


report from the ‘Daily Mail’ 
year-old retired labourer, 
Whitney, went to Durham 
Magistrates Court to testify that he 
was alive. ‘Are you dead?" he was 
asked, 'I am not,’ Mr. Whiting 
replied." 

The unworldliness of the Bench 
sometimes defies belief, as in this

There are modern magistrates 
who sound as if they’ve stepped out 
of the pages of Fielding, though this 
quotation actually a; in the 
“Daily Telegraph:'' 
magistrate, Mr. Harley, said that he 
thought it proper that at times a man 
should beat his wife, and the Bible 
supported that statement; but 
beating should be done in the service 
of love, not in temper. Accused 
should have used a reasonably sized 
stick. It was a pity he lost his temper 
and used an iron bar." 

The distaff side, however, found its 
champion in Mr. Justice Karminski 
who, according to the ‘Evening 
Standard," ruled that although a 
wife threw “‘almost every form of 
domestic utensil" at her husband she 
was not cruel, for on almost every 
occasion she missed.
